He faced witnesses

voked divine mercy for the district 
attorney who had prosecuted him. 
•’Before I die. gentlemen. I want 
to say t h a n am absolutely Inno­ 
cent of this crime. 
I pray that God 
have mercy on the soul of Martin 
VV. Littleton of Nassau county.” 
Applegate said. 
Finished, he cleared his throat, 
sat down and was put to death. 


Littleton, the district attorney 
Applegate referred to, said, when 
told of the condemned man s last 
words: 
"The law has taken Its course. 
A special medical commission ap­ 
pointed by Gov. H erbert Lehman to 
in 'estigate Mrs. Creighton s condi­ 
tion had reported that hysterical 
fear bad ca u sed her to feign paraly­ 
sis of her lower limbs and vocal 
cords. 
The condemned man and woman 
were convicted of having poisoned 
a "nourishing drink-’ and given It 
to Vpplegates 268-pound wife. 
Twice before had Mrs. Creighton 
been acquitted of poison m urder 
c h a r g e s , in 1923 in the death of her 
brother.

In 19-0 Americans, weary of the excite­ 
ment of new and strange things in tbeii af­ 
fairs, rallied quickly to « candidate who 
was pledged to the unexciting task of re­ 
storing 'normalcy." In 
1932 a candidate 
who seemed to be commtttad to a program 
of action and reform easily caught the pub­ 
lic a fancy in th* oppoelta direction. 
The tides of politics were running strong­ 
ly both years.

Rise In Prices Expected To Affect 


Vote In Populous Sections

Lively Controversy In Wast 
Already in the west there is a lively con 
trover > over the effect* of the reciprocity 
treaty with Canada. Cattle raisers are say­ 
ing that the price of beef Is lower today 
than a year ago because of the heavy im 
portal'on- 
from ( anada and other coun 
tries 
New deal official* say It is due to 
other causes, notably increase in produc­ 
tion. 
It would appear that the drouth will send 
the price* of meats up somewhat, but not 
before the autumn election 
O ther articles 
in the food basket may go up In price, 
in 
which even the old controversy will be re 
vived a* to whether America would not 
have been better off without the restricted 
production and AAA policies In which the 
farmer* were paid for what they d id n t 
plant. 
The new deal Indignantly denies this and 
aay* the situation would have been much

New Deal Ruebss Ald To Stricken 
The new deal Is well on its toes with ref­ 
erence to political effects and Is preparing 
to rush funds and direct aid of every kind 
In the hope of gaining political advantage 
In the stale* where disaster haa overtaken 
the farmer. T his i* a power which no other 
administration ha* ever enjoyed so exteu 
lively. Th* new dealers, by voting to the 
executive a $4.8UO.UOtMHHI fund which can 
he used for almost any purpoae. do not 
ha v* to ask congress for authority. In a 
sen**, this is defensible, for had thee* been 
no emergency fund available, the farmer* 
would have been pleading for an extra se*, 
aion of congress and a federal a p p ro p re 
Hon while their cattle starved. 
It would appear that national adm inistra­ 
tion of emergency problems will become a 
permanent part of federal policy aa they 
relate to acta of the weather and the ele­ 
ment*. Heretofore, the Red fro e s has been 
relied upon for relief of stricken families. 
The depression has introduced the principle 
of governmental aid. This 
no 
doubt 
will 
mean careful scrutiny in Hie future to see 
that public funds are not disbursed for po 
litlcal • nils. 
Third Ticket Complicates Situation 
Whatever ta spent, however, in diret-l 
aid in the drouth states may not bring in 
enough votes to offset the effect of the 
argument thai 
restriction 
policies 
were 
w cong and thai. had they not been attem pt 
ed. tho weather would have 
ironed 
out 
overproduction. The city voter 
with 
the 
higher coat of living would then argil* that 
the expenditures foi curtailed production 
were not Justified. Inasmuch as overproduc­ 
tion is normally handled hv the weather 
man.

(oughlin ticket and now the Townsend old 
age pension agitation a r e calculated to take 
votea away from the new deal ticket. The 
biggest nucleus ol farm ers is probably Re­

If defections due to drouth con­ 
troversies and third party 
tickets 
keep 
many votea from being oast for either Mr. 
Roosevelt or Mr. london, the decisive in­ 
fluence in moat of the large states will be 
the populous cities' vote. It is here that the 
coat of living issue may diminish the new 
d e a l strength. It ie in the’ cities, where the 
housewife may become interested in why 
food prices have gone up. that the full ef­ 
fects of the drouth may he felt in the n a­ 
tional campaign. 


OHIO TRAILBLAZERS 


H C H A U 
Many of the soldiers who served in th* 
Virginia militia during the French aud Ie 
dlvn war were given bonuses in the form 
of land In the then wilderness of the Ohio 
country. Among these was G o-tee W'a^h 
ington. who, In 1770. with a small party aet 
out to locate and inspect the tract that had 
come to him. 
The party, which was (tunposed of Wash 
Ington. his friend William Crawford and a 
few negro servants, crossed overland from 
Virginia to Fort Pitt, now Pittsburgh, and 
took canoes down the Ohio river. As Wash 
ington. with his usual care kept a complete 
record of his trip, we are able to follow his 
step* with reasonable accuracy. 
Stopping at the mouth of Yellow creek 
in which is now Jefferson lountv, and at 
Cross creek where thev 
found an Indian 
town. they passed on to the mouth of the 
Muskmgum and then to the mouth of the 
Hockhocking. known simply as the Hocking 
river today. 
Her* Washington liked the country so 
well that he decided 
to locate 
his land 
here. 
I'poll reaching the mouth of the 
Great Kanawha river 
he 
ascended 
that 
stream some distance and then started for 
home 
Upon the return trip, 
Washington 
crossed overland that portion of what is 
now Meigs county projecting into the big 
bend of the Ohio river there.
